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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The arguments filed by the applicants are not 
found persuasive. The arguments regarding combination of the cited references and establishing the prima facie obviousness are fully 
addressed in the first office action explaining why the conbination of references would have been obvious. Simply because the primary 
reference did not do what is claimed by the applicants does not mean that it would not habe been obvious to do from the teachings of the 
primary reference and the teachings of the secondary references. As far as the compounds of claims 18 and 19, the examiner also 
addressed thiese limitations in the previous office action, i.e., Miller discloses sodium salts of ary sulfonic acids or alkyl aryl sulfonates, 
etc., in column 3. 
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
